vants Appartments, to know which was miſ- 
ſing? However, I got to mine without be- 
ing ſeen; but before I could undreſs, my 
Lord ruſhed into the Room: T he Moment 
the Spaniard ſaw me, he cried in the violent- 
eſt Rage, damn'd, baſe, perfidious Woman! 
to receive ſo mean a Creature to her Embra=- 
ces. My Lord by this knew that I was the 
Perſon that had ſupplanted him, and draw- 
ing his Sword, vowed I ſhould die that Mo- 
ment; but the generous Spaniard remember 
ing his Promiſe, drew his, and told his Ex- 
cellency he had pawned his Honour for my 
Safety, adding that he would die a thouſand 
; Deaths, rather than ſuffer me to receive the 
leaſt Hurt. The Fear then of my Lover's 
Life, made me at once reſolye to diſcover 
myſelf, and throwing my Arms about his 
Neck, I asked him if he had forgot the un-

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Thought of deſtroying that Life, which he 
once profeſſed was ſo dear to Min. Theſe 
Words awaked his Memory, he knew me 
the Moment they were uttered; and taking 
me in his Arms, cried, faithful, generous 
Creature ! and 1s it oſlible thou can't have 
abandoned thy Friends and Country, for the 
Sake of a Wretch ſo unworthy that noble 
Eſteem, thou Glory of thy Sex?

It is impoſſible for any but thoſe who have 
felt this violent Paſſion, to have an Idea of 
the Pains I ſuffered ; my Soul was ſo afflid- 
ed, that I knew not what I ſaid or did, he 
was always in my Thoughts, and his Image 

ſo deeply ſtamped in my Mind, that I fan- 
cied him continually in my View; Sighs 
and Tears were now become my conſtant 
Companions, and to entertain them, I retire- 
ed from all Society, and lived a Life more 
recluſe than a Nun, till all the Servants im- 
barked for England, and I was obliged to 
quit the Houſe. My Lord's Secretary, from 
ihe Time. af his Maſter's Death, had beha- 
| 1 ved 
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yed to me with a particular Complaiſance 
and good Nature, and being now to return 
Home, he came to know what Service I had 
to command; but as his Excellency's Death 
had rendered me quite unhappy, fo I could 
by no Means think of letting my Friends 
partake of my Affliction, but rather choſe 
to be buried in an Gllen for ever from 
their Knowledge: I told him my Determi- 
nation, and begged upon no account, to be 


mentioned to any he thought might give my 


Relations the Information; he aſſured me he 
would obey my Orders, ne that if the 
Loſs of his Life would contribute to my 
Eaſe, he thought he could reſign it with 
Pleaſure at my Feet. I gave him a thouſand 
Thanks for his generous Offer, but told him, 
as Death had brought thoſe Pains upon me, 
ſo nothing but that could cure the Dit 


caſe. 
Being thus deprived of all the Happineſs 


of this World, I had Thoughts of going 
into a Monaſtry ; but as Hain was too hot a 


Climate for me, I refolyed to go to ſome 
Part of France, which was not much war- 
mer than my own Country, and there ſpend _ 
the Reſidue of my Days. But Heaven had 
determined

determined me no ſuch Repoſe, my Miſery 
ſeemed to be dated from my very Source, 
and therefore Fate interpoſed with eyery Ac- 
cident that did but ſhadow Reſt upon my 
Mind. However, I returned again to Ca. 


dix, in order to take a Paſſage in a French 


Ship, and not without Hopes of ſeeing Mr. 
Lee again. As ſoon as I arrived, I made 
ſtrict Enquiry after him, but to no Purpoſe ; 
I could not find any that gave me the leaſt 
Satisfaction, which made me deſpair of ever 
meeting with my ſincere Friend again. When 
I had been at Cadiæ fix Weeks, I met with 
a Ship that was bound for St. Marlors; and 
agreeing with the Captain for my Paſſage; 1 
went on Board, with Hopes of finding Con- 
ſolation in my intended Retreat; but the 
divine Power, as I told you before, oyer- 
turn'd all my Deſigns, and ſoon made the 
ſmiling Proſpect yaniſh from my View, and 
in its Room gave my Eyes nothing but Hor- 
ror to behold; for before we had been at Sea 
two Days, we were attacked by two Alge 
rine Rovers; my Confuſion was tog great to 
obſerve the Manner of the Fight, therefore 
can't poſſibly give a Diſcription of it, nor 
would it be worth OY the Reader with- 
al, 
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al, fince I aſſure him, our Men ftruck in leſs 
than half an Hour. As ſoon as the Captains 
of the two Algerine Ships came on Board, they 
put all our Men in Irons, and then fell to 
viewing; their Plunder, which they found 
was very conſiderable, we having a large 
Quantity of Plate on Board; they then in- 
quired, if there were any Paſſengers that 
they thought might be bro! ht to ran- 
ſom at a good Price: But the weie told, 
that there was none but an Englil Lady, 
who was going to France, in order. to retire 
into a Monaſtry; that they knew not whes 
ther ſhe would ranſom or no. but that ſhe 
had a good Quantity of Gold on Board: 
They then viſited me, and taking my ſtrong 
Box, where my Money and Papers were, 
ask*d if that belonged to me? I told 'em it 
did, and if they would uſe me well, they 
ſhould find their Account in the Compliance; : 
that my Friends would ranſom me at almoſt 
any Price; but that I was now in a Con- 
. ſumption, and I was ſure ill Treatment 
would ſaqon put a Period to my Days; that 
I thought a Sum of Money would do em 
more Pleaſure and Service than my Life. 
The Captain, whoſe Lot I was to fall ta, 
Was 
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was 2 good natured tolerable bred Man, ad 
aſſured me, by an Ezgliſþ Renegado that 

ſerved for an Interpretor, I ſhould not re- 
ceive the leaſt Affront; but on the contrary, 
find as much Civility, as if I were at Liber- 

ty, and with my own People and that if I 
pleaſed, I ſhould add to the Number of his 
Family, and become his Wife; and fo or- 
dercd me to be carried on Board his Ship. 
This Compliment being made at ſo unſea- 
ſonable a Time, gave a large Addition to my 
Troubles: I now apprehended Dangers that 
before never threatened me, and ſuch as 
ſeemed almoſt out of the Power of Fate to 
make me eſcape; however Providence ſoon 
ſhewed me its Protection was never to be 
diſpaired of, though there appeared not the 
© leaſt Room for Hope; for the next Day, 
about the ſame Time we were taken, three 
Engliſh Men of War that were carrying our 
Embaſſador to Conſiantinople, came up with 
us, but the other ſailing much better than 
we did, got away. As ſoon as the Fight 
was over, one of the Lieutenants, with 
| ſeveral Officers, came on Board; and having 
taken the neceſſary Meaſures about their 
Slaves, came to congratulate the Captain and 
me 


AW, 
me upon our happy Deliverance; indeed 
our Extaſies were very great, but mine 
did not continue long without a Check; for 
when we came to examine how Things were, 
we was told, that the Algerine Captain, 

when he found he ſhould be taken, jump'd 
Into the Sea, carrying all his Things of va- 
lue with him, among which was my Box: 
*T was true I had my Liberty, which was the 
greateſt Treaſure I could enjoy; but then, 
I was deprived of all Means of a Support; 
deſtitute of any Perſon I could call my 
Friend; tore myſelf from my Parents, and 
meanly robbed them of their Riches, as well 
as their Child, the Remembrance of which 
Crime, I knew would always make me deſ- 
pair of Pardon, and therefore ſhould never 
apply to that Heavenly Virtue for Releaſe. 
Abandonned thus by all the World, expo. 
ſed to Want and Miſery, and the ſad Tor- 
ments of a Self- reproach, was the dreadful 
Scene in which my Life was to terminate; 
theſe grevious Reflections had almoſt over- 
come my Reaſon, without once thinking to 
return Heaven my Thanks for its late gra- 


cious Mercies; but like the Children of 1/2 
rael in the Wilderneſs, was murmuring at 


my 
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my God, whilſt his Bleſſings were ſhowinlll 
down upon me; the Captain, during theſe 
ungrateful Thoughts, had been buſied in 
giving the Lieutenants the Account of our 
being taken; which now ended, he came and 
told me, I muſt get my Things ready to go 
on Board the Man of War, that we ſhould 
ſtay but a ſhort Time at Conſtantinople, and 
therefore I might be ſatisfied of ſeeing Eng- 
land again very ſoon. I ſeemed overjoyed 
at the hearing of Eugland, though I am 
ſure 1 ſhould rather have choſe to have ſeen 
the Deſerts of Arabia. As ſoon as we came 
on board the Man of War, the Captain re- 
ceived us in a very courteous Manner, and 
with an Air of Gallantry, told me I ſhould 
command his Ship; or if you don't approve 
of that Employ, ſays he, I hope you won't 
| refuſe your Government over me; for ſince 
thoſe Eyes has conquered, you can't be ſo 
diſintereſted as to deny letting em ſee the 
Glory of Victory, when J ſigh at your Feet. 
I returned the Compliment as lively as I 
could; but, in Spight of my Diſſimulation, 
*twas cafy to ſee Grief had overwliclitdl 
my Soul, and deprived me of all Gaiety of 
Humour. When Supper was oyer, the ge- 
1 nerous 
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nerous Captain, in a ſerious Tone, told me, 
he was ſure there was ſomething yery extra- 
ordinary in my Fate, and that if I thought 
neceſſary to let him know the Particulars of 
my Concern, he might poſſibly be fo happy, 
as to contribute to a Repoſe, or at leaſt, 
| ſays he, I ſhall have the Pleaſure to endea- 
vour for your Eaſe. I told him, there was 
nothing extraordinary in my Fate, but what 
he knew, meaning my being taken, and that 
nothing but the Loſs of my Money, which 
left me in the moſt helpleſs Condition, occa- 
ſioned me to grieve; but ſince he had been 
ſo generous to offer me his Service, I 
would take the Liberty to beg him to uſe 
his Intereſt with the Embaſſador to take me 
as a Servant, when we came to Conſtantin. 
ple; that I was determined never to ſee Eng- 
Land again, having entirely diſobliged all my 
Relations, by turning my Religion, and 
leaving them to go into a Monaſtry. He told 
me, I might be aſſured there ſhould be no- 
thing wanting that might contribute to my 
Faſe, and that the next Day he would 
wait upon his Lordſhip, on purpoſe to pro- 
cure my Deſire; accordingly he performed 
- his Promiſe, and returned with his Excellen- 
> cy 
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cy in leſs than an Hour from the Time he 
went. As ſoon as the Embaſſador came on 
board, the Captain ſent for me. His Lord- 
ſhip, who was a Man of the fineſt Addreſs, | 
paid me ſeveral great Compliments ; amongſt 
the reſt, he told me I ſhould bring the Envy 
of all Mankind upon him; that even the 
great Monarch he was going to, amidſt all 
his Glories, would reſign his Empire, and 
gladly become a Slave to me; that all the 
Beauties of the Seraglio would loſe their 
Force to charm; and that the powerful Ma- 
gick would intirely reſt in me, who alone me- 
rited an univerſal Conqueſt. He would have 
proceeded further in his Gallantry, had not 
I jnterrupted him, by telling him, I thought 
it beneath him, to ſay ſo much to a Perſon 
in ſo mean and abject a State; that if his 
Compaſſion would move him to pity my 
deſtitute Condition, and let me get my Bread 
in his Service, twas all I wiſhed; that I had 
no Deſires but what centered in a ſervile and 
quiet State of Life, which I hoped, through 
his Bounty, I ſhould enjoy. Theſe Words 
were accompanied with ſuch a Shower cf 
Tears, as took away my uſe of Speech; I 
ought I ſhould never have oyercome the Vi.

olence of my Paſſion; and its being diſcover- 
ed at ſo improper a Time, filled me with 
ſuch diſpairing Thoughts, as wrecked my 
Soul with the moſt cruel Anguiſh. During 
theſe Extravagances, his Excellency and 
the Captain ſpared no Language, they 
thought might recover me from ſuch an ex- 
traordinary Grief; they begged me to be aſ- 
ſured, they had no Deſigns upon my Ho- 
nour; and his Lordſhip told me, that ſince 
ſuch a way of talking was ſo diſagrecable 
to me, I might reſt ſatisfied of never hearing 
it more from him; that he would take me 
into his Service, and that if I did not enjoy 
a perfect Tranquility, it ſhould be myſelf 
alone that would hinder it. I gave him a 
thouſand Thanks for his Generofity, and aſ- 
ſured him, I would do all that lay in my 
Power to deſerve his Eſteem ; and that my 
Obedience to his Commands ſhould be ſuch, 
as [ hoped would ever keep him from re- 
penting of his Charity. He replicd, he did 
not in the leaſt doubt my meriting all he 
could do for me, and hoped I would not 
diſpair of his grateful Returns, I aſſured 
him, I had the higheſt Opinion of his no- 
ble en, and ſo begged leave to retire» 
| which 
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which with ſome Difficulty they nw 
As ſoon as the Embaſſador was gone, the 
good-natured Captain came to ſee how I did; 
and after ſome Converſation about his Tri | 
ſhip, and my preſent Condition, he pulled 
out a Purſe, in which was ſeventy Guineas, 
and in the moſt generous and obliging Man- 
ner, threw it into my Tap, telling me, his 
Excellency was a Courtier, and therefore 
never to be depended upon; that if I found 
he had any Deſigns upon my Honour, 1 
might poſhbly get away from him, and then 


| that Trifle might perhaps be of Service to 


me. This Godlike Commiſeration ſurpriſed: 
my Senſes, every Faculty of my Soul was 
employed in Wonder; the glorious Bounty 
was ſo extenſive, that none but the divine 
Source of Bliſs was able to reward; the Gift ' 
had not the leaſt Effect upon my Mind; 
'twas the noble Motive which influenced. 
his Matchleſs Spirit, that raviſhed my Heart, 
and made me bleſs all thofe Misfortunes, 
which had conducted me to the Knowlege of 
ſuch diſintereſted Liberality.

Deſcription. Here this worthy Gentleman 


interrupted me, and begged I would ſay no 


more of the Affair; that indeed he ſhould 
have been aſhamed to have offered me ſo 


inſignificant a Preſent, would his Circum- 
ſtances have admitted of a Gift worthy to 


be beſtowed upon me; but as' they won't, 


ſays he, you muſt accept of this as an Ear- 


neſt of my Friendſhip, and further Regard,

Demonſtration of my Eſteem. 


As ſoon as we arrived at Conſtantinople, 
and his Excellency's Family a little ſettled, 
his Lordſhip came on board, and told the 
Captain, he was come to fetch his Maid;

and they knew, the Captain comes and whif- 
pers in my Ear, the Embaſſador, ſays he, 


pays you a mighty Reſpe&, I don't approve 


of all this Compliſance to. a, Servant; 


however, if you ſee any Thing you don't 
like, before I go, let me know, and by

G—dI will fetch you off. 1. 1 no Op- 
portunity to anſwer him, but by a Nod, 
which, however, he defies well enovgh- 
His Excellency mightily importuned the 
Captain to go with us, but he excuſed him- 

ſelf, by pretending he expected ſome Gen- 
tleman to viſit him: The Moment we got 
into the Houſe, his Lordſhip conducted 
me to the Appartment he deſigned me, and 
there cauſed all the Servants, except his 
Secretary, to appear; as ſoon as they came, 
he bid em take Notice, that that Lady» 
meaning me, was their Miſtreſs, and that 
they could neyer oblige him ſo much, as 
in pleaſing me. The Reader, perhaps, 
may immagine, this extraordinary Honour 
gave me a great deal of Pleaſure; but to 
the contrary, I aſſure him, I was extreamly 
concerned at ſuch a particular Reſpect; I 
apprehended thoſe Fayours would demand 
a Return more than Thanks, or Prayers 
to Heayen for Reward, which gave me 
the greateſt Uneaſineſs.

Fired with theſe 
Hopes, I reſolved to refuſe the religioys 
Vows, and appear in the World again, as

ror; for having now no Friend near me, his 
Excellency diſcovered that all his Favours 
were beſtowed upon me only as a Means to 
ny accompliſh 
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accompliſh a Vicious Deſign, and I plainly 
ſaw, that if I refuſed to gratify his Inclina- 
tions, I ſhould receive ſuch Treatment, as 
would be impoſſible for me to ſupport 
under; the only Conſolation I had, was 
the Aſſurance of Mr. Warner's perfect 
Friendſhip ; ſo getting an Opportunity one 
Day to talk with him, I told him how baſe- 
ly my Lord began to uſe me.

I thanked her for her Com- 
paſſion, but ſaid I had rather die, though 
I* did not deſpiſe her way of living. She 
anſwered, that IT appeared to be a Woman
